• Steve—pre-existing non-conforming lots and uses, needs index and cross references 

• Laura—too many uses and too specific, too many types of business districts 

• Ralph—separate sign issues 

• Nancy—Floor area vs. open space within residential properties is confusing 

• Charlie—should be posted on line with searchable links 

• Cathy—hard to understand rules for accessory structures.
